Further by Ihe Canada. 

Halifax, January 0. 

The steamship " Canada," left Liverpool at 
10 a. in., on jSaturdsy the 22nd ulu, and ar- 
rived at Halifax 12,30 p. ra., January 8lh. 

The prospect of peace is this: — It will be 
remembered that- Austria made a suggestion of 
ctrlain terms not known to the public, which 
the Austrain Cabinet considered might consti- 
tute a basis, for pacific ncgociations. These 

negotiations Aiislria sent io Paris, through the 
French Minister at Vienna, and ihc French 
Government sent a copy of said suggestions 
to Loudon. Much correspondence ensued 
between London and Paris, . resultiug in Ihe 
original suggestions being sent hack altered by 
French and England lo Vienna. The Aus- 
trian Cabinet. expressed mortification that her 
suggestions were not adopted. More corres- 
pondence cusued, resulting iu Austria a^ain 
agreeing to her name jniutiyVitb France^nd 
England, to I be modified proposals. Tim 
proposition, thus amended, was scot from 
Vienna on Sunday, December 16th. Court 
Eslererhary being the messenger to St, PeU 
lersburg, five or six days are allowed to reocli 
Si. Petersburg, and fourteen days more for 
the Czar's conditional acceptance or refusal 
of it. The contents of tins uitimatium are 
kept profoundly secret. If the Czar reftlsej 
France and England threatened 1 to continue 
the war, and Austria to cease diplomatic re- 
lations, and afterwards to be governed by Ihe 
course of events. ■■ . r u-r 

Simultaneously with the . transmission . oj" 
peace lumours, the Paris Montour publishes 
t reaty entered into between . Ilia Allies and 
den, guaranteeing the western limits of 
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Sweden against Russian aggression. 

As Russia docs not at 'present threaten 
Sweden, the new treaty may be viewed by 
Russia as an intentional insult, and cause the 
rejection of the propositions. The terms of 
the treaty are very stringent* It is declared 
that the treaty is concluded to prevent every 
complication of a nature lo trouble Ihe balance 
of power in Kuropc. By Ihe treaty, the King 
of Sweden engages himself not to cede to Bus- 
sia nor to any one will* her, not to nllow her 
to occupy any portion of territory belonging 
to the Crown of Sweden and Norway. Jl e 
engages, inorover, not to cede to Russia any 
right of pasturage or fishing; grounds, or of any 
other nature whatsover, and no territory on the 
coast of Sweden and Norway; and to reject 
any pietentiou Russia might raise to establish 
the existence of any of the abore named 
rights. ■ ..." 

Article 2nd.— Incase Russia should make 
any proposition to the King of S*vcdcn,orauy 
demand with tho view to obtain either the ces- 
sion or exchange of any portion whatever of 
territory belonging to the Crown of Sweden 
and Norway, she is not to he perimllcd to oc- 
cupy cerlain points of such territory or obtain 
cession of fishing or pasturage rights, or of any 
other rights, on the said territories or coasts 
of Sweeden anil Norway. 

Vienna private correspondence intimates 
that ihe Austrian Government Jccliries the in- 
vitation made by Prussia September 17lh, lo 
join her in a pacific invention ; also, that Na- 
poleon refused the invitation of Prussia, con- 
veyed by Baron Frofcesch, lo open negotia- 
tions j hut (hat, in Ihc middle of November, 
Count Buol, in the name of Austria, invited 
the Western Powers to re-open at Paris (tie 
Conferncc of Vionna, recommending that the 
guarantees be maintained as the basis of ne- 
gotiations, but that Ihe third point of guarantee, 
respecting Russian domination in lllu Black 
Sea, shall be modified. 

Prussia has not replied to the proposal, bul 
will send representatives to the Conference. 

Hence has risen the rumour lhat the Aus- 
train Anglo-French proposal is merely lo de- 
fine the- meaning of the third point, and thai, 
if an understanding be come to, (lie so-called 
Vienna Conference will be reopened in Paris 
in ihe middle of January. 

It >s stated that Count Stockolberg has 
brought to Vienna a Russian proposal for 
peace, in teriris different from those of the At- 
lies. This is doubtful. 

The English Government is said to hare de- 
manded an explanation from the Court of Vicn 
na as to the intention of Austiiu in reducing 
her army. . Th« army board is selling no fewer 
than 70,000 horses. 

The present posjtion of affairs is thus ex- 
pressed— France is less peaceful and England 
less warlike than they seem. The London 
Daily b'em says the jnajority of the French 
Cabinet, think that Russian will accept the 
terms proposed— a majority of Ihe English 
think not. Rumour says that all Conferences 
for ttie settlement of the principalities aro in- 
definitely adjourned. Count Coronini will 

resume command of the Austrian army there.

A burrican had occureeVin the Crimea, and 
the Tchernaya bad overflowed, doing consider- 
able damage. 

There was nothing later than Codrington's 
despatch of Hth, says that the 'Russians' con- 
tinued to fire heavily from the ! north side, but 
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ASIA.: 

Kars surrendered on the 28th. . 

On Nov. It Gen. MouraveifF summoned the 
garrison to surrender. Gen. Williams held a 
council of war on the 15th. After the coun- 
cil, tho garrison sent a flag of truce, asking ten 
days' suspension of hostilities, and permission 
to send a courier to Krzeroura. Geo.JMQin-- 
avielT offered to grant an honourable capitula- 
tion and allowed Ihe English Captain Thomson 
lo go to Erzeroum. 

Thompson returned from Er/eroum on the 
I Dili, and reached Kars on the 22ud. 

General Williams demanded an interview 
with General Mouraviefl for the 24th ; by this 
time the garrison had no food except some 
horse-flesh for the sick in the hospitals. No 
details of tbc.surrdnder. 

Private accounts, rather doubtful, without 
date, say that Omar Pacha had driven in the 
Russians, and was preparing lo attack Kulald, 

which was garrisoned by 10,000 llussians.— 

General Mouravieff had detached part of the 
force lo oppose Omar Pacha. The Turks 
found 1,200 fur coats in Krone. 

The » Invalide Russe" confirms a despatch 
from Kars, from Gen. Mouravieff. He re- 
ports that he has .taken possession of 130 can- 
non,' large stores of ammunition, 7sjandards
